has transpired-in recent years in the middlewest, ended this 
morning in the death of a lone bandit who last night looted the 
Illinois Central-New Orleans limited and the recovery of cur- 
rency estimated to total nearly $100,000. One policeman, shot 
by the bandit, died and another is seriously wounded. 
The bandit was identified at Horace Walton, 22, of bt. Jo- 
seph, Mo. Walton fell with four bullets in'his body after-barri- 
cading himself in his apartment and. fighting a pitched battle 
with more than 100 police, in- 
cluding several picked 
rifle 


squads. 
Walton boarded the train, at 


Gilman a few miles from Kan- 
kakee last night, taking a seat 
in a pullman. A Decatur pouch 
containing registered mail was 
taken on the train at Gilman. 


As the- flyer pulled out of 


Kankakee, Walton-stepped in- 
to the mail car and announced 
that he was the postal inspec- 
tor. 
He walked toward Elmer 


F. Harris, chief clerk, and his 
four assistants, then suddenly 
drew- a gun and commanded 
"hands up." The clerks obey- 
ed. Harris and three' of the 
clerks were ordered to lie down on

14-.—-An attempt 
to have the -socialist party of -Amer- 
ica unreservedly pledge Its allegiance 
to the third (Moscow) Internationale, 
which issued the communist mani- 
festo attacked at the socialist trial .in 
Albany as a call' by Lenine and 
Trotzky for world wide revolution by 
force, was made - at today's session 
of 'the social national convention 
here. 
Berger Makes Report 
Before the debate opened Victor L. 
Berger, 
Milwaukee, unseated rep- 
resentative from Wisconsin, served 
notice he would submit a second 
minority report urging the conven- 
tion to declare allegiance to -the old 
second Internationale, "which is repr 
resented principally by the majority 
socialist partyof Germany. 
Berger said in part: 
"The Moscow organization is r.ot 
an Internationale: most decidedly it 
is not a socialist Internationale. The 
American 
socialist 
part}', 
after 
having stood upright during the war 
and after having got rid of its com- 
munist and nnarchy-syndlcalista has 
absolutely no reason or any excuse 
to join an 
organization generally 
made up of these elements.' 
Strengthen Proletariat 
"The socialists have always stood 


for a steady, continuous and gradual 
development of socialist 'thought. 
They have always tried to strengthen, 
the proletariat and to make socialism 
the leading thought In the life of all 
civilized nations. 
"Socialism will always be opposed 
to 
the 
complete 
elimination 
.of 
democracy, to the disfranchising of 
all non-communist elements, to the 
dictatorship of the communist party 
and to imperialism as a means of 
government as 
practiced 
by the 
present rulers of Russia. .- 
Iiet Russians Alone 
"If the Russian people want com- 
munism-and are satisfied with their 
condition, no power on earth has 
any right to Interfere with the Rus- 
sian communism, but that is no 
reason why we should join them so 
long as we do not believe in their 
theories or their program." 
Berger's minority report was "hissed 
by the gallery, but he drew consider- 
able-applause from certain sections 
of the convention floor.

Mr. Hoover, who was a member o£ 
President Wilson's second industrial 
conference, said he did not believe 
the relationship between employers 
and employes could be, settled "by 
any form of le^al repression, wheth- 
er it .be by Injunction, compulsory 
arbitration, or industrial courts." • 


' All'Jjead to Jails. 


"Fundamentally," Jie, declared, "all 
such effort leads inevitably to the 
use of jails as a solution for disputes 
as to respective participation of la- 
bor and capital in industrial profits, 
and proceeds swiftly toward com- 
pulsory labor or compulsory washes 
or martyrdom. 


"No one doubts that the modern 
consolidation of the employers over 
larpe units of employes gives every 
justification and right for the organi- 
zation of the employes similarly into 
units for the exertion of equality in 
bargaining powers.

BRINGING IN THE SPRING WILD 


FLOWERS. 


How to Take Up and Transplant B'uc^. ,Vtol(Ss' 
Corn, Dutchman's Breeches, and Otiier fcorlj _ 
IMrectioiis for Handling Plants AVItii Succulent Roots. 


(Written for the United States School Garden Army.) 


Some very Interesting-. little 
ffar- 
dena may be made in spring by trans- 
planting to suitable receptacles some 
of the early wild flowers. Such dis- 
plays are particularly helpful in add- 
ing Interest, because they bring into 
the school a suggestion of the beauty 
of the outdoor 
world. 
For 
this 
reason also they are desirable for the 
home, helping when displayed in liv- 
ing or dining room to link our lives 
with the spirit of the passing season. 
The chief factor in'the availability 


of wild flowers for this purpose is 
that of ease of transplanting without 
a check to growth. A plant with a 
shallow, compact root system -which 
Is easily dugr "P and reset in a flower 
bowl is ideal for this purpose. Avail-

for itself in a 
shallow depression on a ledge or in 
the top of a stump may often be

Over several great regions In the 


United States, the bluets or innocence 
is found In one variety or another. 
In -New England and the North At- 
lantic states the common species is 
Houstonia coerulea, but in other sec- 
tions other species occur. This is. one 
of the earliest wild flowers, eroiving 
in masses which are readily taken 
up by the roots and transferred to

Mennonlte.s who are located In Canada are pre-

beginning been extremely Jealous ot any sugges- 
tion of encroachment on the prerogatives oil the 
executive, though on many occasions he has arro- 
gated to himself duties which have raised a seri- 
ous question as to his executive right thereliu 
Only a few days asro he reiterated a stand v.-'.itoli 
he has taken and held from the first on t'.ie treat" 
of peace. — that he and his opinion should wpigii 
ngalnst that of a co-ordinate branch of the Gov- 
ernment. In the constitution the duties and lim- 
itations of the power of the president are rather 
clearly defined and the original makers of that 
document were careful to so limit the powers of 
tho executive as to make It Impossible for Jilm to 
assume anything approaching a dictatorship. 


The constitution provides that the president 


"shall have the power by and with the advice 
and consent of the senate to make treaties." So 
that he has no autocratic power In that direction. 


In Uxo veto of the appropriation bill Thursday 


the president perhaps sees an clement of politics. 


The staggering waste of paper and tho enor- 


mous cost of the printed documents of govern- 
ment departments has been given cognizance by 
tha committee on printing which exercises a large 
power ovur tho printing ofClca and oversells the 
printing or thr i-pi-onls and documents issurd'by 
congress. 
Toris arid .tons ot wasted books, ex- 


tremely expensive, filled ifriUi plates and pictures 
costing still more, 
propaganda 
for diners and 


sundry purposes, thinly disguised carnp'algri liter- 
ature are made to be indifferetnly circulated or to 
pile up and eventually be sold for waste paper. 
There's no check and printing has Beached the pro- 
portions of a scandal. It is extremely doubtful It 
the budget system will be sufficient to correct this 
evil which under the Wilson administration lias 
cost the taxpayers many millions of dollars; The 
president says It is censorship; and 'ah encroach- 
ment on the prerogatives of the executive branch 
of the government. The veto again brings up^the 
whole question, old since the days ot Andrew 
Jackson, as to where the executive power 'begins 
and the legislative branch leaves olt in super- 
vision.

important than the mere refutation of Admiral 
Sims' 'charges that the American navy did riot do 
its proper share In the early stages Of the war, 
something more than a controversy over war 
honors is behind the revelations being: made by 
Secretary Daniels with the consent oC Pi-esident 
Wilson. 
The administration has long smarted under the 


criticism that it "pussy-footed" dlifing the war, 
that it "slowed up" and that it hesitated to make 
big uacriflces either on land or sea in the hope 
Lha't a "peace by negotiation" might shorten the 
war.

A little more than 
77,000 American .burials have been 
registered1 by the .''Graves Registration 
service and abo-ut 71,000 of these

Not all of these soldiers will be re- 


' turned to American soil as the United 
States war department proposes to 
carry back to 'America only those re- 
quested by their uext ot kin. This 
policy will result in leaving in France 
those whose next ofykin ask that they 
be left here and those whose removal 
is notj requested. 
It is understood 
that the unidentified American dead 
will be left in Prance. 
Decision by the Franco-American 


commission that bodies of American 
soldiers buried-In the zone of mili- 
tary operatlo-ns may be exhumed ohv 
time after Sept. 15 next adds a long 
period 
of 
negotiations 
between 
French and 
American, authorities. 
The French government desired to 
meet tie wishes of the American na- 
tion but entertained doubts as to the 
advisability of removing the Ameri- 
can dead from the zone of operations 
this year, owing to labor and trans- 
portation difficulties 
involving 
the 
passing of the bodies over the rail- 
ways and highways, at a time "when 
the French population was in the 
first stage of its recovery from 
the 
economic and sentimental strain of 
five years of war. The French gov- 
ernment feared that the granting of 
such permission to America would 
| bring on clamorous agitation from 
j other nations for similar permission 
and that this would hamper, the re- 
habilitation of French Industrial con- 
Uona.

SHIP TO TRAVERSE 


GLOBE, PROPOSED 


Louisville, Ky. — American manu- 
facturers and commercial 
organiza- 
tions are being urged to adopt 
the 
idea of the British and Japanese and 
send exhibition ships abroad to dis- 
plav American 
goods in foreign 
ports. 
The idea has been proposed 
to the American business men by H. 
G. McLean, assistant foreign traffic 
manager of the Southern 
Railway 
System, who has headquarters here. 
Mr JtcLean has suggested that Ship- 
ping Board vessels be fitted out as 
exhibition ships to carry American 
products to new markets and thu« 
meet the competition of the British 
and Japanese manufacturers. 
Mr. McLean has called the atten- 
tion of various commercial organi- 
zations to the fact that Japan as well 
as Great Britain has adopted this 
plan Tn her race 
for 
the

trade and that Japane.se ships will be 
sent around the world carrying ex- 
hibits of Japanese 
manufactured 
goods. These vessels will be operat- 
ed by a cooperative organization em- 
bracing a larg-e number of Japanese 
manufacturers.

Wisconsin Senator Demands 
Passage of Peace Resolu- 


tion as Measure of 
Safety. 


Washington,.!). C., May 14—In.the 
debate Thursday afternoon 
on the 
Knox resolution declaring the -war 
with Germany waa over and a state 
of peace existed Senator I/enroot, of 
Wisconsin took a leading: part. 
. Disagreeing1 to some extent with 
Senator Knox's contention that the 
armistice In reality ended .the -war. 
Senator Lenroot said 
that peace 
actually exists although it has not 
been legally declared. 
Cannot Brtnjf Peaco 
"We can not by this 
resolution 


bring a state of peace with Ger- 
many," he argued, "but if Germany 
should hereafter take like action, 
then both, nations 'would be at peace 
for all purposes and just as effective- 
ly an by a. negotiated treaty. But if 
Germany should not do tills, I think 
an 
American citizen in Germany 


would not have a peace status. The 
resolution, however, clearly does this. 
—it establishes a peace status so far 
as the United 
States is concerned. 


Without question, I think congress 
has the power to so declare." 
Senator Knox asked if Mr. I>enroot 


did not think that ratification of the 
treaty'by Germany and three'of the 
principal powers established peace 
for all signatories, but Mr. I^enroot 
said 
he 
was "not prepared 
to 


concede the point." 
Senator Colt (Rep., R. I.), agreed 
with Senator I/enroot that Germany 
would have to enact a Him liar peace 
resolution 
to 
effect 
a 
full, 
legal 
peace.

stances," Mr. Colt said, "thero la a 
de facto peace." 


Could Kaaavr WILT Any Time 


"Without the passage of this reso- 
lution, without any further legisla- 
tion, the president might send 100,- 
000 troops to Germany and renew 
the war tomorrow," Lenroot said. 
• "But -whatever may have been the 
effect of Germany's agreeing to tho 
armistice and tho treaty, we will 
agree the peace is a fact, hostilities 
having ended Nov. 11, 1913. 
"I do not tliink there can be any 
-possible doubt as to tho power of 
congress to take the action here pro- 
posed. 
"If the senators on the other aide 


think the president can treat the sen- 
ate , with contempt and keep this 
country in war against the 
over- 
whelming sentiment ot congress and 
the country, they plead for. autoc- 
racy. 
"No one ever dreamed there would 


be a president such as we have In the 
congress aa to keep the country in 
war unless he can have the treaty ex- 
actly as he wants It.
